sIMMHE SHIELD of his mighty men 

is made red, the valiant men are 
in scarlet....

The noise of the 
whip, and the noise of the rattling of 
wheels, and of the prancing horses, 
and of the jumping chariots. The 
horsemen lifteth up both the bright 
sword an the glittering spear: and 
there is a multitude of slain, and a 
great number of carcasses; and there 
is none end of their corpses; they 
stumble upon their corpses...

an lips is the cry ‘Away with Him! 
Crucify Him—Barabbas, the murderer, 
the Serpent’s seed is our choice—Away 
with Jesus!’ ” 

But what from all human appear- 
ances appeared to be defeat when the 
Second Man died on the Cross, was in 
reality a victory for the government 
of God because “the gulf which sepa- 
rates the holy Creator from His lost 
creature is bridged.” 


From the Cross, Dr. Gaebelein traces 
the Conflict to Pentecost and then into 
the present age.

AST MONTH we found that Neb- 
uchadnezzar saw the five great 
world empires as metals in a large 
man-like image—gold, silver, brass, 
iron and iron mingled with clay. This 
month, we find that God reveals human 
governments to Daniel in terms of 
beast symbols that are more in keeping 
with the true character of the nations. 


1. THE EVIDENCE OF UNSTA- 
BLE GOVERNMENT. 

The majority of people will ridicule 
the statement that our form of demo- 
cratic government shall perish from 
the earth. Nevertheless, the prophetic 
word will stand in spite of the opti- 
mistic oration of the statesmen. 


After all, every form of government 
is for the few, and of the few and if 
the few who are now in power were 
ousted and others took their places it 
would still be the few.

Cain’s path was a 
self-chosen disobedient path. What a 
calamity! A city without God, built by 
a vagabond, fugitive from justice, a 
murderer. Cain was the ruler of a 
city in which God had no part. From 
that day to this, we have had every 

ossible form of government and all 

ave failed. We still have Canaanitish 
government; it is still government 
without God. 


Allow me to cite one instance from 
the life of the nation Israel concern- 
ing government. Look at King Saul, 
the people’s choice, after they refused 
God as King. Handsome, head and 
shoulders above his people, Saul looked 
the part, but what was God’s verdict 
of him?

He said: “Is not this the great 
Babylon which J have built, for my 
kingdom, my might and my power, my 
honour and my majesty?” an takes 
the glory to himself and leaves God out 
and now the judgment of God falls on 
his kingdom. “While the word was in the 
Kings’ mouth, there fell a voice from 
Heaven, saying, O King Nebuchadnez- 
zar, to thee it is spoken: The kingdom 
is departed from thee.” 

Man refuses God, so God has to re- 
fuse man. The King eats grass as an 
ox, the head of his image gold turns 
to silver, the lion’s wings are plucked 
and the king of beasts is dead. O the 
folly of government without God!

of Media-Persia “to bear rule over all 
the earth”. This slow moving nation 
was to “devour much flesh,” that is, 
= much territory—Lydia, Egypt, 

edia, Persia, Babylonia, etc. e 
great “bear” empire conquered much 
and had widespread dominion. But 
Darius the king, tried to stop Daniel 
whom he had made president over a 
undred and twenty of his princes) 
from praying to the God of Heaven. 
Daniel prayed on and was put in the 
lion’s den from which God delivered 
him. Here again we see the ruler op- 
posing God and the great “bear” king- 
dom passing away. 


5. THE GRECIAN WORLD-EMPIRE. 


Daniel now saw a leopard with four 
wings and four heads (a monstrosity 
compared with the king of beasts) and 
great dominion was given unto it to 
rule over all the earth. The leopard 
speaks of swiftness in conquests, the 
wings great speed, the four heads 
(Alexander’s four generals), Alexander 
the Great divided his world-empire into 
four empires. 

This great Grecian Emperor, when 
he had conquered all, sat down and 
wept because there were no more 
worlds to conquer. “But what shall it 
profit a man if he gain the whole world 
and lose his soul.” His career was 
short-lived and his empire went down 
to defeat. He forgot one thing—GOD. 


6. THE ROMAN WORLD-EMPIRE 

Now one can hardly recognize world- 
government at all in this next beast, 
great, dreadful, and terrible, and ex- 
ceedingly strong, it stamped all to piec- 
es and devoured and broke to pieces. 
This terrific empire had all the char- 
acteristics of the Babylonian, the 
Medo-Persian, and the Grecian com- 
bined. It looked like a leopard, a lion, 


and a bear. In our jumping through 
the centuries, our studies have now 
brought us from the lion of government 
to the monstrosity of government. 
Roman government, as God describes 
it, is “nondescript,” a travesty on what 
God intended government to be. This 
great empire was soon divided into two 
and later into fragments. It was this 
frightful form of government under 
which our Lord was crucified. 


7. THE TEN HORNS AND 
CHRIST’S KINGDOM. 

Daniel considered the fifth monster 
and wanted to know the truth of the 
ten horns which correspond with the 


ten toes of the “great image”. As he 
considered, he saw another “horn” 
arise in the midst of the ten. It had 


the eyes of a man and a mouth speak- 
ing great things, and a look that was 
more stout than all his fellows. This 
is Rome, the “iron-kingdom’”, come to 
life again in the end-period of this age 
as the ten-kingdom empire to be re- 
vived again in the last days. The “lit- 
tle horn,” “the king of fierce counte- 
nance”, “the man of sin”, “the prince 
that shall come’, ‘“‘the desolater” all re- 
fer to the Antichrist who is no doubt 
living at the present time. He subdues 
three kingdoms and the remaining sev- 
en submit to him; he defies the most 
High and wars against His saints. 

He carries on his nefarious work 
until the “Ancient of days” (Messiah) 
comes and thrusts Antichrist into the 
burning, along with the “false prophet” 
and “Satan”. Then Christ judges the 
nations, and sets up His everlasting 
kingdom in righteousness with the 
saints of all dispensations reigning for- 
ever with Him. The governments of 
men will then be replaced by the gov- 
ernment of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ.

THE FACT OF CHRIST'S SECOND COMING

OW LITTLE the world realizes 

the future that is in store. Our 
statesmen tell of their “faith in their 
fellowmen” and that we are coming 
out of the depression very soon. Our 
preachers assure us that a much bet- 
ter earthly condition is certainly com- 
ing by the “leavening influences of 
the Gospel”. Our educators would 
have us believe in a grand Utopia 
when better schools and_ educational 
facilities have established the golden 
age. Likewise our legislators fore- 
cast the day when nations shall learn 
war no more in the Parliament of 
Man. 

In other words the world in general 
wants to believe that affairs are go- 
ing to grow better and better in every 
way until man has established heaven 
on earth. No one likes to think that 
a world-wide catclysm or catastrophe 
is even probable. 

History repeats itself. In the days 
of Noah, no one would have accepted 
the prediction of a flood — it had 
never rained, therefore it never would. 
Nothing unusual has happened for 
centuries, therefore nothing will. 
Christ has never come in crushing vic- 
tory, therefore He never will. “Where 


is the promise of His csming? We 
have looked into the rocks beneath and 
the heavens above but find nothing to 
indicate anything but the continuous 
evolution of man,” says the Modernist. 

Is it true that Jesus Christ is com- 
ing again? Is it true that actually, 
visibly, and literally Jesus will return 
a second time to his planet? It does 
not matter what I think about it. It 
does not alter the fact, if it be a fact, 
should you and I draw up a _ creed 
against the Lord’s Return. Your think- 
ing and mine will not destroy the fact 
of the Second Advent. 

The only way to settle this ques- 
tion: take it to the Scriptures. We all 
have a right to our opinions as far as 
humans are concerned. None of us 
have any right to an opinion contrary 
to the Holy Bible, the infallible Word 
of God. So we bring this question to 
the standard of all faith and conduct, 
willing to yield our opinions to the 
clear statement of the omniscient God. 


The Scriptures Teach His Coming 
to be a Fact — 
Space does not permit a considera- 
tion of the Old Testament prophecies. 
Let me assure you that there are over 





fifteen hundred statements of the Sec- 
ond Coming of Christ in the Old Testa- 
ment; No fact is so clearly taught as 
this! Enoch preached it. Said he: “Be- 
hold, the Lord cometh with ten thou- 
sands of his saints”. Job believed it 
and rested in its hope: “For I know that 
my redeemer liveth, and that he shall 
stand at the latter day upon the 
earth”. David believed it for he wrote: 
“T will behold thy face in righteous- 
ness: I shall be satisfied, when 
awake, with thy likeness.” 

The Second Coming is found in 
every book of the New Testament. On 
the average, it is found once in every 
twenty-five verses. There is no other 
single doctrine so frequently found in 
the New Testament as the Lord’s Re- 
turn. Note just a very few of these 
statements. 

Mt. 24:27, “For as the lightning 
cometh out of the east, and shineth 
even unto the west; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of man be.” 

John 14:3, “And if I go and _ pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself.” 

Acts 1:11, “Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? this 
same Jesus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven.” 

I Cor. 15:23, “But every man in his 
own order: Christ the first-fruits; 
afterward they that are Christ’s at 
his coming.” 

Phil. 3:20, “For our conversation is 
in heaven; from whence also we look 
for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ”. 

Col. 3:4, “When Christ, who is our 
life, shall appear, then shall ye also 
appear with him in glory.” 
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I Thess. 1:9,10, “For they them- 
selves shew of us what manner of 
entering in we had unto you, and how 
ye turned to God from idols to serve 
the living and true God; And to wait 
for his Son from heaven”. 

II Thess. 2:8, “And then shall that 
Wicked be revealed, whom the Lord 
shall consume with the spirit of his 
mouth, and shall destroy with the 
brightness of his coming.” 

Titus 2:13, “Looking for that bles- 
sed hope, and the glorious appearing 
of the great God and our Saviour 
Jesus Christ.” 

Heb. 9:28, “So Christ was once of- 
fered to bear the sins of many; and 
unto them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time unto  salva- 
tion.” 

Jas. 5:8, “Be ye also patient; stab- 
lish your hearts: for the coming of 
we Lord draweth nigh.” 

I Pet. 5:4, “And when the chief 
Shepherd shall appear, ye shall re- 
ceive a crown of glory that fadeth not 
away.” 

I John 3:2, “Beloved, now are we 
the sons of God, and it doth not yet 
appear what we shall be: but we know 
that, when he shall appear, we shall 
be like him; for we shall see him as 
he is.” 

Rev. 1:7, “Behold, he cometh with 
clouds; and every eye shall see him, 
and they also which pierced him: and 
all kindreds of the earth shall wail 
because of him.” 


Now I wish you to make two obser- 
vations concerning these few Bible 
quotations: First, that they are taken 
from every section of the New Testa- 
ment; Gospels, Historical, Church 
Epistles, Pastoral Epistles, General 
Epistles, and the final book of Pro- 
phecy. They are from the _ inspired 
writings of at least six different men. 
Each states the Second Coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ to be a fact. 


The Second observation is that these 
fourteen verses, containing such clear 
statements, cannot possibly be the 
private interpretation of a few men or 
churches. 

Think of one verse (Acts 1:11), “Ye 
men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing 
‘up into heaven? this same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you _ into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner 
as ye have seen him go into heaven.” 
How would you interpret that verse? 
“This same Jesus” — what does that 
mean? Why, it means “This same 
Jesus”, “This same Jesus shall so 
come in like manner as ye have seen 
him go.” Can I be accused of reading 
into that statement my interpretation, 
when I say to you that that verse 
states the return of the Lord to be a 
fact? 


Not the Spirit but the Son that is 
Coming 

So many try to explain the coming 
of the Holy Son by the coming of the 
Holy Spirit. It is a blessed truth that 
the Holy Spirit is the Spirit of Christ 
and that when we have the Holy 
Spirit, we have Christ. This is how- 
ever, not the Second Coming of Christ. 
The entire New Testament was writ- 
ten after the Holy Spirit had come, 
yet every book of that Sacred Collec- 
tion looks forward to the Lord’s com- 
ing as a still future event. It is “this 


same Jesus” that is coming. He went 
away visibly — He will have the same 
body when He returns. He is com- 
ing “in like manner” as He went. 


According to Zech. 14:4 there will 
be great physical changes in Palestine 
when Christ returns. No such change 
took place at Pentecost or any time 
since. According to Isaiah 9:7 at the 
Second Coming, Christ will have the 
throne of David. The Holy Spirit did 
not take David’s throne when He 
came. Scores of events, predicted of 
the Second Advent, never took place 
in any manner at Pentecost. We do 
not minimize the coming of the Holy 
Spirit, neither do we spiritualize His 
teaching on the fact of the Second 
Advent. 


Not Another But The Lord Jesus 
Himself That Is Coming 


The destruction of Jerusalem in 70 
A. D. is often set forth as the fulfill- 
ment of the Second Coming. It is also 
held that the conversion of a sinner 
is the Second Coming or that Christ 
will return when the world is convert- 
ed. A popular theory is that this or 
that religious or political movement 
is the Second Coming. 


Christ never promised to send 
another in His place, He promised to 
come Himself. Said He: “I will come 
again.” He didn’t promise to send an 
angel, not even Michael the archangel, 
nor any religious movement. Eddyism 
is not the Second Coming. Should all 
the world turn to Joseph Smith, that 
would not be the Second Advent. 


Acts 1:11 says “This same Jesus” 
will return. Someone else would not 
be “this same Jesus”. Phil. 3:20 
states that it is “the Saviour, the Lord 
Jesus Christ” who is coming out of 
heaven, where the believer’s citizenship 
is now recorded. A passage very dif- 
ficult of spiritualization is Zech. 14:4, 
“And his feet shall stand in that day 
upon the mount of Oiives, which is 
before Jerusalem on the east’. Christ 
is coming so literally and visibly that 
His very feet shall touch this earth 
once more. He went up from that 
very mountain and to that same moun- 
tain He will return. 


But the stronghold of this great 
truth is I Thess. 4:16,17, “For the 
Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: Then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord 
in the air: and so shall we ever be 
with the Lord.” Were the saints 
caught up in the air when Jerusalem 
was destroyed? At what event did 
all the Christian dead arise? Did the 
“Lord himself descend from heaven” 
when the latest religious fad was 
born? No beloved, “the Lord himself 
shall descend from heaven.” 


The Second Coming is a literal fact 
according to the Bible. It doesn’t say 
when He is coming. He did say “Be 
ready”. He is coming suddenly, in- 
stantly when He comes, therefore be 
ready. To be ready means that Christ 
is your Saviour. It means that you 
have received Him by a definite act 
of your faith and will, as Saviour and 
Lord and that you are seeking to 
please Him in all things.

Jewish Conspiracy

fg sore HUNDRED and Sixty-Four 
Periodicals working against the 
Jewish world conspiracy, and their 
names listed in a pamphlet sent out by 
the Aryan Christian Alliance of Paris 
—this is a fact of momentous import- 
ance. Some of these periodicals are 
read by thousands, but even reckoning 
a thousand readers to each, it would 
total 364,000 people with their eyes op- 
en. The editor of one of these peri- 
odicals is the leader of an organization 
of four or five million Christians, and 
others may have large clienteles. True 
they also list 133 periodicals working 
for a Jewish World Empire. It means 
that world thought is lining up in two 
camps, and the Aryan Christian Al- 
liance aids in defending our present or 
Christian civilization. 


Germany leads with 123 such peri- 
odicals against Jewish world revolution. 
France also has 25; Austria, 38; Czech- 
oslovakia, 30; even such countries as 
Brazil, Esthonia, Latvia, Spain, have 
them and Poland claims 18, Roumania 
29, and little Switzerland 18! The re- 
port gives only 9 for the U. S. and 4 
for Great Britain. This may be due in 
part to lack of information, for several 
are not mentioned. In America a hun- 
dred organizations, representing 67,- 
000,000 people opposed the recognition 
of the Soviet, and among them are the 
American Legion, the D. A. R., the U. 
S. Chamber of Commerce, the American 
Federation of Labor. Canada is listed 
with four such periodicals, but Britain’s 
other colonies, red-hot with patriotism, 
New Zealand, Australia, and par ex- 
cellence, South Africa, do not appear in 
the list. 


It is true that quite a number of 
these periodicals, especially in Ger- 
many, recoiling from the prospect of 
a World-Soviet, fly to the other ex- 
treme and hate even our Lord Jesus 
Christ, because of His Jewish origin. 
There are dangers on both sides but 
study of the subject will let in the 
light. 


As patriots line up against Weis- 
haupt, Rousseau, Voltaire, Marx, En- 
els, Einstein, it would be well for 
hristians to add the Jewish leaders of 
the ecclesiastical revolution: Spinoza, 
Renan, Strauss, Ewald, Hitzig, Kuehne, 
Wellhausen, Graetz. 


While recognizing the dangers in the 
Fascist movement, yet a Christian Fas- 
cist of Britain tells us in the organ of 
the British Bible Union, that in Britain 
Fascism is “the only movement doing 
anything to save the children from the 
Godless menace of the Red Sunday 
Schools”. 


It is encouraging to see the French 
leaders of this Aryan Christian Alliance 
taking their stand on the word “Chris- 
tian”. It is our Christian civilization 
that is being attacked, and the sooner 
we realize this, the more hope of a ral- 
lying. among the Christians. 
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The Creative Miracle of the New Birth

OU WILL find a very remarkable 

conversation recorded in the third 
chapter of John, between our Lord. and 
a man by the name of Nicodemus. He 
came to Jesus by night. He recognized 
in Jesus, a prophet come from God. 
He evidently was seeking light, but the 
Master, Who could read the thoughts 
of his heart, knew it was not light he 
needed so much as life. In other 
words, Nicodemus was very much alive 
intellectually, but dead spiritually. He 
was gifted, moral, refined and educat- 
ed but lived in the natural and was 
therefore blind to spiritual truth. Je 
sus therefore said: ‘Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, except a man be born 
again (from above), he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God.” In these 
words Jesus revealed the divine law of 
Regeneration. 

Natural laws govern the physical 
birth, and spiritual laws govern the 
new birth. When there is a natural 
birth there is always travail, suffer- 
ing; and when there is a true spir- 
itual birth, it is accompanied with the 
pangs of repentance and conviction, 
sorrow and remorse for sin. 

Paul tells us in I Corinthians 2:14, 
“But the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him; neither can 
he know them, because they are spir- 
itually discerned.” And Romans 8:5, 
“For they that are after the flesh do 
mind the things of the flesh; but they 
that are after the Spirit the things of 
the Spirit”. 

Nicodemus was a type of the earth- 
dweller, unable to discern the things of 
the Spirit. Otherwise he would never 
have asked Jesus: “How can a man be 
born when he is old? Can he enter a 
second time into his mother’s womb, 
and be born?” The unregenerated soul 
is of the “earth, earthy”, “minds the 
things of the flesh”; “receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit”; lives in the “lusts 
of our flesh, fulfilling the desires of the 
flesh and of the mind; and were by 
nature children of wrath’. No one 
knew better than Jesus that “That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh; that 
which is born of the Spirit is spirit.” 

A natural man may be an atheist or 
an agnostic and at the same time be 
sincere because he simply lacks the 
spiritual capacity for knowing God. 
All of the literature ever written by 
the infidels is merely a commentary on 
Paul’s statement: “Neither can he 
know them,” One may be well educat- 
ed in material things and at the same 
time be an ignoramus concerning spir- 
itual and eternal values. 

The New Birth involves the super- 
natural operation of the Holy Spirit - 
on the human soul. It is a miracle. It 
can not be explained; it must be ex- 
perienced. It is simply impossible to 
reform the old nature. The Scriptures 
speak very clearly of Regeneration as 
being a supernatural creative act of the 
Holy Spirit. Otherwise why did Jesus 
say to Nicodemus: “Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God”! 


If I understand the language of my 
Lord on this passage of ciees, He 


is speaking of the baptism of water and 
the Holy Spirit. It is a mistake to 
minimize the importance of the ordi- 
nance of baptism in this dispensation— 
an ordinance that was inaugurated by 
divine decree in the begianin g of this 
age. I deny no man the right to his 
convictions on this subject, but it is my 
understanding that the word baptism 
comes from the Greek word “baptitzo” 
and invariably means to cover over, 
immerse, burial. The baptism in water 
and Spirit typifies in a very wonderful 
way, the death, burial and resurrection 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 

“Know ye'not, that so many of us 
as were baptized into Jesus Christ were 
baptized into his death? Therefore 
we are buried with him by baptism into 
death; that like as Christ was raised 
up from the dead by the glory of the 
Father, even so we also should walk in 
newness of life.” Romans 6:3-4. 

When Paul speaks about being “bur- 
ied with him by baptism into death”, 
he is expressing the same truth which 
Jesus gave to Nicodemus: “Except a 
man be born of water and of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God”. When this new birth or regen- 
eration takes place, we are told “that 
our old man is crucified with him, that 
the body of sin might be destroyed”. 
The term old man is used here to de- 
scribe corrupt human nature, the in- 
born tendency toward all men: “that 
waxeth corrupt after the lusts of de- 
ceit.” 

The old man, the old sin-full carnal 
nature, the deepest depths of the hum- 
an personality, is the lite-center that 
must be crucizied in order for the new 
life to come forth. Hence the words of 
Jesus: “Except a corn of wheat fall 
into the ground and die, it abideth 
alone: but if it die, it bringeth forth 
much fruit.” 


In biological science we know that 
this is the orderly process of reproduc- 
tion. The grain dies, and where it per- 
ishes, the new life comes forth. lt is 
also true that where the old carnal 
nature dies by repentance and the seek- 
ing of forgiveness for sin, a new life 
is divinely formed within the heart of 
the penitent soul. Where human na- 
~— perishes, divine nature comes 

0 


So, when Jesus said: “Ye must be 
born again,” the must was not only a 
“theological must”—it was also a “bi- 
ological must.” Then we can say with 
Paul: “I live, yet not I, but Christ liveth 
in me.” 


How clear it is from these Scrip- 
tures and many others, which I might 
give, that no person is born again until 
crucifixion and death with Christ has 
taken place, and before we can ever 
be united with Him in the likeness of 
His resurrection, and appear with Him 
in glory we must be united to him 
in death. “Buried with him in bap- 
tism”, “Born of water and the Spirit” 
(John 3:5) has a far deeper meaning, 
than just the physical act of water 
baptism. Otherwise how can we ex- 
plain the inspired words of the Apos- 
tle Peter on the day of Pentecost: “Re- 
pent and be baptized every one of you 
in the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 


mission of sins, and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Spirit.” Acts 2:38. 
Now this gift of the Holy Spirit, was 
not only for obedient Jews, on the day 
of Pentecost, but we are told in verse 
39: “For the promise is unto you, and 
to your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” 

Therefore every soul who has been 
born from above, since the day of Pen- 
tecost, has shared in this promise and 
when the body of Christ is completed 
this present Dispensation of Grace will 
close. The Holy Spirit’s work, for the 
church-age will be finished, and He 
together with all the born-again Spirit- 
filled saints will be ushered into Divine 
Presence. I verily believe, in the light 
of fulfilled prophecy that the departure 
of the Holy Spirit, and the saints is 
very near. 

How wonderful indeed is the Grace of 
God, that has smog us through the 
new birth, to become partakers of the 
divine nature and of the life of Christ 
Himself. The same eternal, uncreated 
life that was revealed in Christ, during 
the days of His flesh on this earth be- 
comes our very own, onal, precious 
possession. For in this new creation, 
our mind, heart and soul has 
transformed into the glory of our Lord. 
How gracious are the words in John 1: 
12,138, “But as many as received him, 
to them gave he power to become the 
sons of God, even to them that believe 
on his name; which were -born not of 
blood, nor of the will of the flesh, nor 
of the will of man, but of God.” 

“He that believeth on the Son of God 
hath the witness in himself; he that 
believeth not God hath made him a liar; 
because he believeth not the record that 
God gave of his Son. And this is the 
record, that God has given to us eter- 
nal life, and this life is in the Son. He 
that hath the Son hath life; and he that 
hath not the Son of God, hath not life.” 
I John §:10-13. 

Someone may ask: Is not the new 
birth a gradual, evolutionary process? 
Indeed it is not. It is a re-creation of 
the mind and heart. It is a supernatur- 
al inflow. It is a transforming act of 
God. If you will turn to the Acts of 
Apostles, you will find where the Holy 
Spirit has left on record several conver- 
sions. In every one, there was an in- 
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stant, absolute and complete trans- 
formation in life and purpose. Christ 
was given the full right-of-way in their 
lives. The Holy Spirit worked through 
them in a miraculous manner. They 
were submerged in a baptism of the 
Holy Spirit and divine love. 

The divine record of the three-thou- 
sand Jews who, on the day of Pen- 
tecost, having accepted their crucified 
Messiah, speaks of a miraculous change 
in their lives. Before the new birth 
they were selfish and greedy. After 
the Christ came into their souls, “All 
that believed were together and had 
all things common.” “And they sold 
their possessions and goods, and parted 
them to all, according as any man had 
need”. “And the multitude of them 
that believed were of one heart and 
soul; and not one of them said that 
aught of the things which he possessed 
was his own but they had all things 
common.” 

May we, who live in the very end 
of this Dispensation, receive a mighty 
baptism of the Holy Spirit and love, as 
those in the beginning of the age. 
Stephen when dying cried out and said: 
“Lord lay not this sin to their charge”, 
and fell asleep in Jesus. No wonder 
the Holy Spirit inspired Luke, who 
wrote the Acts, to say, “And Stephen 
full of grace and power wrought great 
wonders and signs among the people”. 

What joy and peace came into the 
life of the Ethiopian Treasurer when 
he was buried with his Lord in bap- 
tism. Phillip who baptized him was 
caught away by the Holy Spirit. The 
Ethiopian, regenerated and born from 
above, “went on his way rejoicing”. It 
was an instant transformation. 


Cornelius, the Roman centurion, “a 
devout man, and one that feared God 
with all his house, who gave much alms 
to the people, and prayed to God al- 
ways”. Acts 10:2. I hear some one 
say: “What a good moral man”. Yes 
moral, but not born again. But after 
Peter’s sermon, the Holy Spirit fell up- 
on him. became a new creature in 
Christ Jesus. With a life completely 


yielded to the Lord Jesus, he and his 
entire family were saved, and “magni- 
fied God”, 


The Philippian jailor, cold, cruel and 
calloused in his personal life and habits. 
Throws Paul and Silas into jail. See 
the blood trickling down their torn and 
lacerated backs because of the awful 
beating with rods of iron. At the mid- 
night hour, they are heard singing the 
praises of God. An earthquake shakes 
the old jail to pieces. The jailor is 
stopped in his attempt at suicide, by the 
kind and loving words of Paul: “Do 
thyself no harm because we are all 
here.” “Trembling for fear he fell 
down before Paul and Silas. and said 
what must I do to be saved?” 


The Holy Spirit speaking through 
these wonderful servants of God said: 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus, and thou 
shalt be saved, thou and thy house”, 
Immediately they believed on the cru- 
cified, risen Christ. They repented of 
their sins, and were buried with Christ 
in baptism; now thev arise to walk in 
newness of life. Born from above, 
transformed and regenerated by the 
power of the Holy Spirit. What a mar- 
velous change in the life of this jailor 
and his family! Hands that were cruel, 
become kind and loving. “Washed their 
stripes,” “set food before them and re- 
joiced greatly with all his house hav- 
ing believed in God.” 


Marvelous Grace changed the house- 
hold from Pagan to Christian; from 
cruelty to hospitality; from gloom to 
rejoicing; from a cloud of darkness to 
a rainbow of hope; from midnight to 
the Star of Bethlehem. “O the depth 
of the riches both of the wisdom and 
the knowledge of God! how unsearch- 
able are his judgments and his ways 
past tracing out. For who hath known 
the mind of the Lord? Or who hath 
been his counsellor? Or who hath first 
given to him, and it shall be recom- 
pensed unto him again? For of him 
and through him, and unto him are all 
things. To him be the glory forever. 
Amen.” Romans 11:33-86 (R. V.) 





Michigan Governor Explains Roosevelt's Jewish

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The Revival Aroma

Y “revival aroma’? we mean _ that 
distinctive atmosphere in which one 
feels, thinks, acts and lives differently; 
it is that climatic condition that effects 
the spiritual “weather” of the church; 
it is that delightful “breeze” that is a 
sign of the presence of God; it is that 
“balmy fragrance” from heaven that 
fills the community with spiritual pow- 
er as opposed to the “static interfer- 
ence”. A great sweeping revival is the 
sweetest thing this side of Heaven. 


Contrary Winds 

One of the hindering forces that 
obstruct a revival is prayerlessness. 
No real work of God need be expected 
in a community until the church is 
well represented at the mid-week pray- 
er service; revivals begin here and 
have their “headquarters” here. By 
all means, the deacons and officers of 
a church and the teachers and officers 
of the Sunday School should be found 
at the mid-week meeting. The cottage 
meeting too, is a powerful institution 
after the revival as well as before the 
revival. To cur personal knowledge a 
series of such meetings was largely 
responsible for a revival that swept 
one entire country-side in a communi- 
ty in the middle west. 

Indifference to Bible Study is 
another contrary “wind” that defeats 
the progress of a revival. One might 
as well try to run a flour mill with- 
out wheat as to try to promote a re- 
vival without Bible Study. The histo- 
ry of great revivals is written around 
the Bible; it is the material that 
makes revival fires glow. 

“Did not our heart burn within us, 
while He talked with us by the way, 
and while he opened to us the Scrip- 
tures?” 

On one occasion we were asked at 
a funeral service to read from a cer- 
tain Bible and then place it in the 
casket with the explanation that it is 
the favorite book of the deceased. 
After all, that is as good treatment of 
the Holy Scriptures as to bury them 
in the casket of criticism, unbelief or 
neglect, for in either case one “com- 
mitment” is as profitable as another 
when it comes to promoting a revival. 


Favorable Winds 

The difference between “atmos- 
phere” and “wind” is in the momen- 
tum. “Wind” is “atmosphere” in mo- 
tion. Fire, when driven by the wind, 
spreads; and so with a revival. What 
then are some favorable revival 
“winds”? 

A favorable “wind” is present when 
the Holy Spirit has oversight of the 
church. A worldly officer in a congre- 
gation is like leaven in a lump; _ he 
ferments the entire mass: but, when it 
can be said that the deacons are men 
of “good report and full of the Holy 
Ghost”; when there is harmony, unity 
and agreement; when there is not ‘only 
a “majority vote”, but a “unaminous” 
vote; when each member has. an ear 
to hear “what the Spirit saith to the 
church”; when it is said as it was 
said in the early church, “It seemed 
good unto the Holy Ghost and unto 
us”; then the revival is already on. 


Another favorable “wind” exists 
when the Spirit fills the church. Hap- 
py is that church which the Spirit fills 
like the aroma of precious ointment 
fills a room,-or like He filled the 
temple with “HIS TRAIN” in the day 
of Isaiah’s consecration, or as He filled 
the temple with a “CLOUD OF GLO- 
RY” on the day of Solomon’s dedica- 
tion, or as the upper room was filled 
on the day of Pentecost! 


Still another favorable ‘wind’ is 
present when the Spirit leads the 
church. Israel went forward when the 
Ark of the Covenant went forward; 
the Midianities were crushed under 
the direction of Gideon; the walls of 
Jericho fell under the leadership of 
Joshua. “Look unto me, and do like- 
wise”, said Gideon; and Joshua com- 
manded, “Ye shall not shout until the 
day that I bid you”. All shouting that 
is not prompted by the Spirit, grieves 
the Spirit. A church, therefore, that 
“pats” itself on the “back” for past 
achievements is like 


Little Jack Horner (who) 
Sat in a corner, 
Eating a Christmas pie; 
(Who) put in his thumb, 
And said, 
“What a good boy am I”, 


When the Gospel is heard with 
eagerness, it is a hopeful sign that 
another favorable “wind” exists: but, 
too many folk want a “three-ring-cir- 
cus” in action whenever they go _ to 
church, otherwise, the sermon is “stale” 
or something else less dignified. They 
want the preacher to be a “magician” 
who can pull out of his “barrel” of 
sermons anything from an egg to a 
jackrabbit; whether or not he preaches 
the Gospel is of little importance. No 
church, however, can have a_ revival 
that flirts with such superficial things. 
Only faithful preaching of the Gospel 
really plows the soul and brings con- 
viction into hearts. 


Another favorable “wind” is dis- 
closed when the Word of God is 
preached with boldness. That is a sad 
day when the man of God apologizes 
for the Word of God. We are to obey 
God rather than man, and when this 


law is reversed the revival aroma 
vanishes. It was 

“While Peter was yet speaking 
(that) the Holy Ghost fell on all those 
hearing the Word”. 

Moreover, when the love of God its 
shed abroad in the heart, we may con- 
fidently expect a revival. For this 
heavenly fragrance there is no substi- 
tute, for, just as surely as the church 
is filled with the love of God they will 
fill the atmosphere with God. 

Again, when the Spirit of repentance 
and humility is manifest, we have 
another promising mark of a revival. 
The Pharisees resisted John’s message 
of repentance and said that they had 
Abraham for their father; and so he 
was, but their physical father and not 
their spiritual father. If they had 
been the spiritual children of Abra- 
ham they would not have sought to 
kill Jesus. Little wonder that He should 
say: “A queen from the South will 
arise in Judgment with this genera- 
tion, and will condemn it; because she 
came from the ends of the earth to 
hear the wisdom of Solomon, and be- 
hold, a greater than Solomon is here”. 

They were a proud and unrepentant 
set who defended a system of works 
that doesn’t work. We must bow 
lower than the Pharisees if we would 
enjoy the fragrance of the _ revival 
aroma. 

Another encouraging sign of a re- 
vival is when the lost are both 
“drawn” and “sent” to the Altar of 
Salvation. “Bees go where they can 
find honey”. Saul of Tarsus was sent 
to a man full of the Holy Ghost. Three 
men appeared at Peter’s gate, and the 
Spirit said “I have sent them”. On 
Pentecost 3000 cried, “MEN AND 
BRETHERN WHAT SHALL WE 
DO?” Whereas, Jesus said, “NO MAN 
COMETH UNTO ME EXCEPT THE 
FATHER DRAWS HIM”. 

A very characteristic revival “wind” 
is in the ascendancy when a passion for 
souls prevails. Usually those who ep- 
pose evangelistic enthusiasm, throw 
every ounce of emotion into patriotism, 
politics or sports: but,.we ought not to 
cry-down a whole revival movement 
just because some radical “throws a 
fit”; it is not necessary to extinguish 
all the fire just to put out a little 
“wild fire”, instead, we ought to shout 
for joy over the rivers of living waters 
that flow and sparkle in a church and 
community. - 





The Mistress

(Editor’s Note: Because Mr. Smith made a 
missionary tour of the Orient recently, his ob- 
servations concerning conditions in that part of 
the world are particularly important at the 
present time.) 


OME DAYS ago Japan suddenly 
kK) served notice on the world that she 
would not tolerate any foreign inter- 
vention in Asiatic affairs. This warn- 
ing came as a bomb shell on Europe. 
It meant that Japan, and Japan alone, 
would control China. Other nations 
eg commanded to keep their hands 
off. 

Thus Japan plans to become Mis- 
tress of the Orient in the not distant 
future and Bible students are wonder- 


ing if the prophecies concerning the 
Eastern nations are now about to be 
fulfilled. There are some very strik- 
ing predictions in the Word of God 
concerning the kings of the East, and 
it looks as though it would not be long 
before the scene would shift to the 
Orient and a new line-up appear. 


Japan considers Russia far too weak 
to interfere. She knows that Great 
Britain and the United States are so 
occupied by internal troubles that they 
are not likely to oppose her policies. 
In other words that now is the time. to 
strike. 


The other nations permitted Japan 
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to bite a huge chunk off China with 
only a mild protest. Japan, therefore, 
will not fear to press farther — into 
China. Her statement that she desires 
only to free the peoples of India, Chi- 
na, the Dutch East Indies, the Philip- 
pine Islands, etc., from such countries 
as France, Holland, England and the 
United States, makes it clear that her 
plans are far reaching. 

Thus far Russia has avoided a war 
with Japan and by obtaining American 
recognition has further strenghtened 
her position. Japan now considers that 
the United States has lined up with 
Russia against her. Henceforth she is 
likely to do all in her power to win 
favor with Great Britain, and, if pos- 
sible, to keep the United States and 
Britain apart. 

Japan has repeatedly denied the ex- 
istence of what is now known as the 
Tanaka — Her alleged program in- 
cludes the following: 


1. The conquest of Korea. 

2. The conquest of Manchuria. 

8. The conquest of North China. 

4, The conquest of Mongolia. 

5. Economic control of China. 

6. The conquest of the maritime prov- 
inces of Siberia. 

7. The conquest of the Philippines. 

8. The conquest of the Dutch East 
Indies. 

9. The ousting of Britain from India, 
and France from Ton King-China. 

10. The conquest of Australia and 
New Zealand. 


11. The control of the whole of Asia. 


The Tanaka plan is very much like 
the “Protocols of the Elders of Zion,” 
which, while they may not be authentic, 
nevertheless, are amazingly accurate. 
In other words, the greatest proof of 
their genuineness lies in the fact, that 
thus far their program has been car- 
ried out. So also with Japan’s Tanaka 
plan. The program to date has been 
successfully carried through. That is 
to say the first four points have already 
been executed. Korea has been con- 
quered. Also Manchuria, North China 
and Mongolia. The next step in the 
program will be the economic control 
of China. Should she succeed she will 
become the most powerful nation in 
the world from an economic standpoint. 


For economic control will soon be fol- 
lowed by military conquest. 

Japan is now undertaking to con- 
struct the largest navy in the world. 
It will soon be two years since Japan 
walked out of the League of Nations. 
Knowing her present military spirit, 
and the ambitions of her war lords, it 
will be nothing short of a miracle if 
she fails to attempt to carry out the 
remaining points of the Tanaka plan. 
Japan is destined, so she believes, to 
-become Mistress of the Orient. 


The Russian viewpoint is most seri- 
ous. Soviet officials believe that Ja- 
pan’s plan is to strike at Russia and 
then the United States. 


The Bible clearly predicts an on- 
slaught by the kings of the East. I 
wonder if Japan is meant. It is doubt- 
ful if any other nation is in a position 
to fulfill the predictions. Everything 
is heading up rapidly these days and 
what is going to happen will happen 
quickly. The yellow peril is becoming 
a real menace, not China, but Japan. 
Such a conquest cannot help but effect 
the entire world. Christians every- 
where will be faced with the necessity 
of making a decision for the world will 
become war mad, and anyone who does 
not respond to the call of arms will be 
— and in all probability, pun- 
ished. 


A call will go forth in the interest 
of western civilization, and loyalty will 
be urged on the ground of Christian 
principles. It will be pointed out that 
not only civilization, but religion is at 
stake, that the Church is in danger, and 
that every true Christian should rise in 
its defence, 

It will be the call of the Crusaders. 
There may arise another Peter the Her- 
mit to summon the Church militant in- 
to action. Satan will leave no stone 
unturned to create popular sentiment 
so that all Westerners will favor war. 

Let no one be deceived. War is coming 
for the Bible says so. It may break out 
in Europe, or it may start in the East. 
Be that as it may, it cannot be delayed 
much longer. Every newspaper cor- 
respondent is discussing it freely, and 
every statesman knows that it is on the 
horizon. It may come this year or it 
may come next, but come it surely will, 
whether we want it or not. God help 
- to be in prayer as we face the fu- 
ure, 





Do We Want Communism?

MERICAN Communists have been 

distributing a leaflet among the 
working people of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee from which I qucte the follow- 
ing: 

“The two most Bible-crazed states 
left in the U. S. A. are Kentucky and 
Tennessee. ‘Tennessee, though, has 
made rapid progress in throwing off 
the bunk of the Bible since the Dayton 
Trial where the Hon. Clarence Darrow 
made such a Jackass out of the late 
William Jennings Bryan — the noted 
Bunk Defender, and it is certain that 
Tennessee will soon be from under the 
yoke of the fables of the biggest Book 
of bunk ever printed. 


“But Kentucky presents a little dif- 
ferent problem, for there is Asbury 


College in the very heart of Kentucky, 
an outgrowth of religious fanaticism 
which has gripped Kentucky from its 
very beginning. This College holds 
sway over no small following, and has 
supporters in every state, and in many 
nations, and may now be looked upon 
as a kind of world capitol for the 
‘Bunk Lovers’ of this modern age. 
This College must be closed out in 
three or four years, and can be if the 
good work can continue among the 
Bunk destroying organizations of the 
United States. 


“The whole educational system of 
the U..S. A. is beautifully yielding to 
our mighty but almost silent army. 
The Bunk Howlers, still called by a 
few ignorant people preachers of the 


gospel of Jesus Christ, can’t get a 
hearing any longer. But thanks to 
nature the groves are full of the 
youngsters cooing and loving and sus- 
taining the same glorious relation- 
ships that the free little birds of the 
trees do, and the scampering animals 
of the forest. 


“Let the cruel standards of the Bible 
of Bunk soon be destroyed in all the 
earth. Then we will be free. There 
will be no sin, no crime, and people will 
be happy like birds.” 


What a challenge! Thank God for 
even a few Colleges so strongly found- 
ed on the Bible that Communism and 
Atheism have thus far failed to get a 
foothold. But what a tragedy to think 
of the hundreds of Colleges that have 
capitulated. Communism is certainly 
making inroads so far as the student 
life of the country is concerned. The 
work is being done silently, but effec- 
tively, nevertheless. Parents know but 
little of what is going on. 


In view of the above question, what, 
I wonder, will be the moral standards 
of the next generation? Or will there 
be any moral standards? Or will there 
be a next generation? Russia has no 
morals. America is following suit. Do 
Christians, I ask, want Communism on 
the North American continent? 

“T went to Russia loving not wisely 
but too well,” says Will Durant. “Like 
a hundred thousand intellectuals and 
liberals, I have dreamed of her as en- 
gaged in a heroic struggle to liberate 
at least a portion of mankind from the 
injustices of modern individualism. 

“T had expected to see a people suf- 
fering hardships, but happy—a govern- 
ment human and not infallible, but gen- 
erous, enlightened, fair. And indeed, 
I saw heroic things. For the first time 
in modern history a. nation was plan- 
ning its economic life. Almost over- 
night this once undistinguished plain 
had been dotted with immense fac- 
tories, power houses, oil wells and 
mines. 

“Men had been permitted to free 
themselves from superstition. Thou- 
sands of new schools had been opened, 
and illiteracy—the secret of Czardom— 
had been almost wiped out. 

“But never had I known such des- 
potism, such herding and hounding of 
men, such industrial serfdom and con- 
scription of labor. Never had I seen a 
people so unhappy, so suspicious of one 
another, so obviously living in endless 
terror of universal secret police. Never 
had I observed such ruthless exploita- 
tion of the country by the schools, or so 
thorough a deception of the people by 
a government-owned radio and press, 


‘or such rigid censorship of drama and 


every book, such brutal application of 
exile or death as deterrent to criticism 
and dissent. This terrible colossus— 
the mob on the throne—cared ‘nothing 
for free speech, or free press, or trial 
by jury, or those other liberties which 
have become the unconscious basis and 
assumption of Western society. It pro- 
nounced as just and moral any means 
to any end desired by the state. It 
seemed appalling that Europe and 
America, tortured by poverty and de- 
luded by propaganda, should look upon 
this barbarism as a paradise, and 
should for a moment think of it as a 
way to life that could be borne by 
Englishmen or Americans. 

“I take my stand without equivoca-

tion or -aecgen | Let the oppressed 
fight as they will for bread and butter 
—it is their right. But let some of us, 
at least, fire a shot for our old goddess, 
liberty, the most precious inheritance of 
modern man.” 


These statements can not be lightly 
set aside. Will Durant was favorable 
to Communism when he went to Russia, 
but what he saw produced the change 
of which he speaks. If those who are 
clamoring for Communism in America 
would go and live in Soviet Russia for 
a few months, they would come home 
with every speck of Communistic teach- 
ing eradicated. Jt is strange that the 
Communists of America are not an- 
xious to go and live in the country of 
the great experiment. 


A letter recently received from Sov- 
iet Russia contains the following: 


“In 1933 such conditions prevailed 
that it is impossible to describe. We 
were days in constant danger. There 
was wide spread starvation. The peo- 
ple ate everything they could get hold 
of. Dogs, cats, horses stolen from one 
another, were eaten. Parents ate their 
own children. As an eye witness I saw 
starving people eating straw.” 


In the early days of Communism, 
many were perplexed and did not know 
just what to believe. Reports of a most 
contradictory nature were received. 
Many of the stories of suffering and 
privation were considered mere news- 
paper propaganda. Nothing of an au- 
thorative nature was available. 


But today all has changed. Books 
have been written by those who have 
travelled in Soviet Russia and observed 
conditions first hand. Eye witnesses 
have told their stories. No longer are 
we ignorant of the true situation. Men 
whose word cannot be questioned have 
published their experiences. 


Already nearly a score of books can 
be obtained, among them, “The Mys- 
tery of Iniquity” by Louis Richard Pat- 
mont, himself speaking Russian fluent- 
ly, a man of wide experience, who trav- 
elled extensively in the land of the 
Soviets. His book contains 235 pages 
and is profusely illustrated. The pic- 
tures are most revolting but they show 
conditions as they are. Let anyone who 
is skeptical regarding the real condi- 
tions in Russia secure a copy of “The 
Mystery of Iniquity” and he will be dis- 
illusioned. 


Carveth Wells has written a book en- 
titled “Kapoot”. He does not write 
from the Christian standpoint at all. 
He, too, went to Russia favorable to 
Communism. Wells writes as a news- 
paper man, as a world traveller. He 
simply tells what he saw with his own 
eves. And the picture he gives is hor- 
rible beyond description. 


Bolshevism has utterly failed in Rus- 
sia and it will fail everywhere. The 
five-year plan has not succeeded and it 
never will. Bolshevism has wrecked 
and ruined the entire country. Num- 
berless thousands have been murdered 
and the entire population brought to a 
state of starvation. This, these books 
make clear. No one need remain ig- 
norant of the true conditions. 


Changes are coming. World condi- 
tions cannot remain as they are. Rus- 


sia is a fearful cancer on humanity. 
And sooner or later it must be cut out. 

In my latest book on prophecy, 
“What will Happen Next?”, I have 
sought to deal with many up-to-date 
events in the light of Scripture. The 


prophecies of the Bible, alone, show us 
the future of Europe and the Orient. 
One good thing that the pressure of 
these trying times is accomplishing—it 
is driving multitudes to a study of the 
Prophetic Scriptures.

UST PRIOR to and since the election 

of President, Franklin D. Roosevelt 
in 1932 this country has been educated 
to a new phase in government, “brain 
trust advisers”, and through them the 
“new deal” has introduced a national 
political economic planning scheme 
which seems to have permeated all 
branches of Government. 


The original “brain trust” was com- 

osed of Prof. Raymond Moley, Prof. 

exford Tugwell, and Justice Brandeis’ 
contribution, A. A. Berle, Jr., and Bern- 
ard M. Baruch’s contribution, Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson. To these must be 
added Prof.George F. Warren and Prof. 
James Harvey Rodgers, the gold spe- 
cialist twins, and another Justice Louis 
D. Brandeis confrere, Prof. Felix 
Frankfurter, James M. Landis, Jerome 
Frank, and another Bernard M. Baruch 
contribution, Donald Richberg, Frederic 
C. Howe, Harry L. Hopkins, Clarence 
Darrow, Mordecai Ezekiel, Harold 
Ickes, and one must not omit Secretary 
of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace, nor 
the other Cabinet member, Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., nor should we omit 
Henry Morgenthau, Sr., who is a sort 
of super-adviser for his illustrious son. 


These men are now or have been ac- 
tively engaged in the various phases of 
the political economic plan called the 
‘new deal.” 

The country has recently been treat- 
ed to the spectacle of the present ad- 
ministration’s attempt to ridicule the 
idea that there is a definite new plan 
of government in process. Without at- 
tempting to comment in any manner 
whatever on the attempt to disarm the 
publie, I desire now to refer briefly to 


a plan that was advocated as far back 
as 1918 when A. A. Berle had some 
very definite ideas regarding the estab- 
lishing of a new State. Indeed, he 
wrote a little book on “The Significance 
of a Jewish State”, dedicated to his 
friend, Louis D. Brandeis. In it he re- 
garded the Jew as “the barometer of 
civilization at all times.” He recog- 
nized the inability of Christianity to 
avert war or “to do a single thing to- 
wards mitigating its worst effects”, 
and seemed to think the Jews were the 
only power that could do anything 
about it. 


He believed “A Jewish state would 
be a ‘Hague’ which could, and which 
would, command the attention and gov- 
ern the thought of the world.” 


He did not wait for the public re- 
cognition of the “brain trust” to start 
a campaign for social regeneration. In 
1918 he said: “There have been many of 
us who for many years have seen in the 
Hebrew laws the elements of the social 
regeneration of the world. * * * It 
would have commanded interest to the 
entire world to see a State, albeit a 
small one, work _ these problems 
through, and especially a State which 
could, and which would, call to its aid 
the finest body, collectively, of intellec- 
tual force and discrimination which the 
world knows. * * * A rationalized He- 
brew State, founded on Hebrew funda- 
mental laws—ethical, social, sanitary, 
dietary, and all the rest—would be a 
working laboratory of social regenera- 
tion which would excite breathless at- 
tention. * * *” 


In this State he advocated: “‘Conces- 
sions to intending builders could be 
made on the national plan and auto- 
matically agreeing with the national 
interest and the public welfare. The 
industrial expansion, therefore, could be 
without those weary steps toward free- 
dom, which all other industrial civiliza- 
tions have to undergo. Almost from 
the beginning land and industries, pub- 
lic resources, mineral and otherwise, 
could be nationally administered. and 
all this would make a most novel and 
striking page in statecraft. * * *” 


An attempt to establish a_ political 
economic plan is now in operation un- 
der the leadership of a vroup, former- 
ly connected with the Fabian Society 
in England. This, until the present, 
secret political economic plan was 
drawn up by Israel Moses Sieff, an Is- 
raelite, the director of a chain-store en- 
terprise in England, called “Marks & 
Spencer”, which house handles almost 
exclusively imnorts from Soviet Rus- 
sia, which enables them to undersell its 


competitors. Prominent members of 


this organization in England, besides 
Sieff, are Ramsay Macdonald; his. son, 
Malcolm Macdonald; Sir George May; 
Kenneth Lindsey; Gerald Barry; I. 
Nicholson; Sir Henry Bunbary; Graeme 


Haldane; I. Hodges; Lady Reading: 
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Daniel Neal; Sir Basil P. Blackett; Sir 
Arthur Salter; Sir Oswald Moseley; Sir 
George Allan Powell; Sir Sydney Chap- 
man; Lord Eustace Percy; Ronald Dav- 
ison; Lord Melchett; Sir Christopher 
Ternor; Mrs. Leonard Elmhirst, for- 
merly Dorothy Willard Straight nee 
Whitney, of New York. 


This political economic plan or; - 
sation, now secretly operating in Z- 
land, is designated “Freedom and 
Planning”, and is divided into many 
well-organized and _ well-financed de- 
—, such as Town and Country 

lanning, Industry, International Rela- 
tions, Transportation, Banking, Social 
Services, Civil Division. It-is already in 
operation in the British Government by 
means of the Tariff Advisory Board. It 
has gathered all data and statistics ob- 
tainable by governmental and private 
organizations in administrative, indus- 
trial, trade, social, educational, agricul- 
tural, and other circles. Through its 
Tariff Advisory Board it has control 
over industry and trade and works in 
direct connection with the British Trea- 
sury, and together they devise the Brit- 
ish tariff policy. It has also been 
granted the power of a law court and 
can exact, under oath, that all infor- 
mation concerning industry and trade 
be given it. Iron and steel and cotton 


. industrials have been ordered by the 


Tariff Advisory Board to prepare and 
submit plans for the reorganization of 
their industries, and have been warned 
that should they fail to do so a plan 
for complete reconstruction will be im- 
posed upon them. This board has been 
= default powers, and can, there- 
ore, enforce its plans. 


May I pause here to suggest the 
similarity of the “Freedom and Plan- 
ning” scheme of the political economic 
group in England with the N.R.A., the 
Bankhead cotton bill, the control of 
farm acreage, and the other planned 
developments of the “new deal” under 
the direction of the “brain trust” and 
their cohorts? 


Neither you nor I are particularly in- 
terested in what takes place in Eng- 
land, but what should interest us Ame- 
ricans, it seems to me, are the strong 
indications that point to the putting in- 
to operation definitelv of this plan in 
the United States, with the necessary 
changes to adapt it to our conditions. 
This is made pertinent by the well- 
known fact that this particular English 
group have very close connections with 
the Foreign Policy Association of New 
York. This association was largely or- 
ganized and fostered by Felix Frank- 
furter and the late Paul N. Warburg. 
In this group we must also place Hen- 
ry A. Wallace, the present Secretary of 
Agriculture, for the reason that he has 
recently caused to be published under 
the auspices of the Foreign Policy As- 
sociation a copyrighted article entitled 
“America Must Choose.” This article 
is quite in keeping with the “Freedom 
and Planning” group in England. 


There is no doubt, I think, that Pro- 
fessors Frankfurter, Moley, Tugwell, 
Berle, Jr., and the mysterious Modecai 
Ezekiel are all members of this parti- 
cular group who are carrying out a 
world plan. 


That this political economic group 
practically control the British Govern- 
ment is indicated by the fact that 
Prime Minister MacDonald and his son 
and-J. H. Thomas and other influential 


Britishers are officers of the group. 


An interesting sidelight is that some 
six months ago when the father of this 
plan, Israel Moses Sieff, was urged to 
show more activity by the members of 
his committee, his answer was: “Let us 
go slowly for awhile and wait until we 
see how our plan carries out in Ameri- 
ca.” That statement indicates that a 
plan similar to theirs is being tried in 
America. 


When we consider Professor. Tug- 
well’s announced plans for control of 
all land in the United States and the 
production therefrom, and when we 
consider the plans of Professor Berle, 
Jr., for the railroads and finances of 
this country, and when we consider the 
Mordecai Ezekiel-Tugwell-Bankhead 
cotton control bill and the Wallace hog, 
corn, and wheat control plans, and the 
Ickes control of mineral and petroleum 
industries, and General Johnson’s N.R. 
A. control of industry, we must know 
that something is being tried out here. 


And, again, when we hear President 
Roosevelt say, as he did on April 25, 
1934, that this is “evolution not revolu- 
tion”, in his address at the opening of 
a subsistence homestead exhibit, at 
which time, according to press reports, 
he made an appeal for the recognition 
of the importance of long range nation- 
al planning as a step toward permanent 
improvement of the economic and social 
structure of the Nation, and he stated 
that the administration was going a- 
head with its experiments, can we say 
that this is mere experimentation? 


Further the President said, “If we 
look at this thing from the broad na- 
tional viewpoint, we are going to make 
it a national policy if it takes 50 years.” 
Again he said, “The time is now ripe, 
overripe, for planning to prevent in the 
future the errors of the past and to car- 

out social and economic views new to 
the Nation.” Also, yesterday, President 
Roosevelt announced the formation of 
a Pai committee on national land 
problems”, with the apparent purpose 
of coordinating and stimulating the 
Federal program for retiring submar- 
ginal land—the Tugwell plan—which 
he designated as one of the main divi- 
sions of national “long-range plan- 
ning”. The avowed purpose of the com- 
mittee, according to the White House 
announcement, will be to improve 
“practices of land utilization” and 
achieve “better balancing of agricultur- 
al production, aiding in the solution of 
human problems in land use and devel- 
oping of a national land program.” 


In view of all these things, can we 
say that this is mere rimentation ? 
Or shall we say that ch itis? It is 
assuredly “Freedom and Planning” 
adapted to the United States. Stripped 
of all its camouflage, it is the guild 
form of government, and is the kind of 
government that has recently been 
established in Italy and Austria and 
which will be established in England if 
this particular group under the leader- 
ship of Israel Moses Sieff succeed in 
their plans. The guild form of govern- 
ment is directly the opposite of the 
constitutional form of government. I/t 
is the Jewish plan of a World State.

EMARKABLE progress is being 

made with the Gospel Testimony 
under Defender auspices in Greece. 
Apparently few Christians in the 
United States realize that Europe is 
about three-fourths pagan. Missiona- 
ries are needed in European countries 
as badly as they are in Timbuctoo. 

The Greek Defender edited in Wichi- 
ta and published by Defender A. Velo- 
nis in Salonica has already become a 
battering ram for righteousness. Mr. 
Velonis is daring to face the wrath of 
the Greek Orthodox Church in giving a 
dynamic and uncompromising Testimo- 
ny for the defense and promulgation of 
historic and evangelical Christianity in 
spite of terrific opposition. His Testi- 
mony is worthy of the prayerful sup- 
port of every Defender Reader. 

When certain powerful potentates in 
the Greek Orthodox Church recently 
sought, by organized attacks, to close 
the Bible to the masses in a certain 
community and thereby paralyze Gos- 
pel endeavor, Mr. Velonis plunged in- 
to a fray and administered a powerful 
polemic. Mr. Velonis is fighting for 
an open Bible. He knows that the “en- 
trance’ of God’s Word “bringeth 
light”. Above everything else he feels 
that the great rank and file of Greek 
people should have the Word of God. 

When a large newspaper in Greece 
called “Epimeris ton Valkanion’” pub- 
lished an attack against the open Bible 
by the Greek Archbishop of Serres, 
Mr. Velonis was quick to accept the 
challenge. The Archbishop said: “The 
Holy Bible translated in the modern 
Greek language and sold by the Forc- 
ing Bible Societies through the Prote- 
stants is full of false interpretations, 
wrong ideas, and vicious dogmas”. 

In replying to this charge Mr. Velon- 
is said: “I do not belong to any one of 
the several hundred denominations, nor 
do I subscribe to antiquated customs 
and dogmas ‘bearing the name of cer- 
tain Christian churches. I belong only 
to Jesus Christ and as a Defender of 
the Faith my only Guide is the written 
Holy Word of God, the Bible. 


“And I charge and challenge you 
Most Reverend Archbishop of Serres 
and all the Greek Orthodox theolo- 
gians, doctors and divines, to point out 
only one sentence, or for that matter, 
only one word in the 1102 pages in the 
translated Holy Greek Bible that is 
faulty or heretical or untrue to the 
original meaning of the Scriptures. 
Now write plainly your findings and 
point out boldly the mistakes in modern 
Greek sentences and language and I 
will be willing to meet you face to face. 


“Find such contradictions, Most Rev- 
erend Archbishop, and I will again 
come into the flock of the Greek Or- 
thodox Church. Most Reverend Lead- 
er, you are making a grave mistake in 


fighting against God and the Word of 
God. That my people need is not 
more Greek Orthodox theology, ritual 
and custom but more of the Word of 
God. As a Defender I demand for 
Greek people, open access to the Chris- 
tian Scriptures.” 

In a recent letter from Mr. Velonis 
he told of the difficulty that he was en- 
countering in renting a building in 
which to hold Bible classes and reli-

gious services. He says: ‘No business 
man in Salonica dares to put such a 
stain upon himself and his property as 
to rent it for religious use. No one 
would refuse to rent a house or build- 
ing to be used as a dancing room, a 
gambling den or a house of ill fame, 
but it is considered a disgrace, and an 
act against the Greek Orthodox Church 
(which is the official State Church in 
Greece) to permit his property to be 
used for Protestant religious purpos- 
es”. 

Actuated by the true Defender spirit 
and with a profound desire to give the 
Gospel to the Greek people, particular- 
ly the prophetic message, Mr. Velonis 
not only uses his pen, but he travels 
from city to city, village to village, 
farm community to farm community, 
talking to everyone he meets about the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

This work has no means of support 
except from the voluntary contributions 
sent to the Wichita headquarters by the 
Readers of this Magazine. One hun- 
dred cents on every dollar given for 
this purpose is forwarded to Mr. Vel- 
onis once a month. 


A great many Defender Readers 
have sent letters and offerings 
during the last year and a half to help 
with the Defenders Testimony which is 
being given among the Yaqui Indians 
of Arizona.

The Mercados are assisted by other 
helpers including several Yaqui Chris- 
tians who have been converted and 
trained through their efforts. 

The Defenders Testimony among the 
Indians is being enlarged this month 
and carried into another tribe—the 
Navajo. Two trained Christian wom- 
en, Miss Katherine Beard and Mrs. 
Iva Lauber, left Wichita early in June, 
under the obvious call and leadership 
of the Holy Spirit to invest their tal- 
ents and efforts in the salvation of the 
Navajos. Supported by the Defenders 
Movement they will labor with the Na- 
vajo Indian Evangelization Movement, 
under the direction of Rev. and Mrs. 
B. H. Stokely. 

There are approximately 45,000 Na- 
vajo Indians in Arizona, only two per 
cent of which are Christians. 

Let Defender Readers take upon 
themselves a new burden of prayer for 
the Indian Testimony bearing in mind 
that the only means of financial sup- 
port is that which comes from the 
Readers of The Defender.

In 1748 Adam Weishaupt, “one of the 
seeds of the Serpent,” appeared in Ba- 
varia.

Several phases of the subterranean 
Jewish plot are next considered, be- 
tween the time of Weishaupt and Karl 
Marx, whom we know as the father of 
modern Communism.

He introduced 
himself as a former Russian General, 
Vice-Admiral of the Russian Navy. He 
was grateful that he and his family 
escaped with their lives. We used him 
for several years in doing work among 
the Russians in New York City. 

“We have read the description of the 
horrors of these years in different lan- 
guages. We shall not repeat them here 
nor describe the frightful, almost un- 
believable sufferings of tens of thous- 
ands of _ and _ who wandered 
aimlessly all over Russia, half starved, 
feeding on the carcasses of dead ani- 
mals, perishing by the thousands. Nor 
shall we recite the rape of hundreds of 
girls and women, who were thrown in- 
to the arms of the revolutionary sol- 
diery to satisfy their lust.”

As the title implies, it contains a 
thorough discussion of modern Spirit- 
ism in its various forms. Perhaps the 
reader of this review can best acquire 
an understanding of its contents if all 
twelve of the chapter-titles are listed. 
They are as follows: “The New Attack 
of Spiritualism and How to Meet It”, 
“The Modern History of Spiritism”, 
“Satan, Or Spiritism At Its Source”, 
“Angels and Demons, Or Spiritism’s 
Personnel”, ‘“Spiritism Before the 
Flood”, “‘Sons of God’ Marrying the 
‘Daughters of Men’”, “Abominations 
of the Canaanites”, “Spiritism in Isra- 
el and Judah”, “Early Christianity and 
the Black Art”, “Teaching of the 
Apostolic Epistles”, “Teaching of the 
General Epistles”, and “Teaching of 
the Apocalypse”. 

The sixth chapter deals with the 
matter of the “Sons of God’’ intermar- 
rying with the “daughters of men” in 
the antediluvian period preceding the 
Deluge. There is no question in Dr.

To IS science on the spiritual side. 
The inspiration of the Scriptures is 
one of the big battlefields of theology. 
But this is not so strange. As natural 
scientists differ, so theologic scientists 
sometimes differ. What is the truth 
about this? If we take a faith view 
the question is settled at once, for the 
Book itself says: “All Scripture is giv- 
en by inspiration of God,” (II Tim. 3: 
16), “Holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Spirit, (II 
Peter 1:21). Paul believed “all things 
that are written in the law and the 
oo wong (Acts 24:14). If Paul could 

elieve, what reason have we to doubt? 

But what does reason, philosophy and 
science say? shallow, superficial 
view by some might reject the Bible, 
but deep thinking will accept it. We 
have already seen in previous ar- 
ticles that true science leads us 
unerringly to the Bible, and_ to 
the Bible not as man’s word, but as the 
Word of God. The Bible must be the 
voice of God to us. There is no other 
possible conclusion. Nothing else 
would meet our need. If only part is 
inspired who could tell us what part, 
how much of it is inspired? Nobody; 
and it would cease to be a true guide. 
The truth is, every word of the Bible 
is inspired of God. As God created 
every plant and animal of the world, 
so He inspired every word of the Book. 
The one is as necessary as the other, 
and the words are no more difficult for 
God than the works, and we need them 
more—need certainty here, absolute. 

The Holy Spirit guided both the 
minds and the pens of the men who 
wrote the Bible, so they wrote just 
what God wanted them to write; and 
thus it is “God’s Word”, though written 
by men. This makes the Bible as a 
Book and Guide definite, dependable, 
as solid as the very earth itself, which 
God made. If not all inspired it would 
be confusion and chaos. Some may 
wish and try to make it that way, but 
sound reason, real science, must see it 
all inspired, a perfect Book like its 
Author.. God could give us such a Book 
and we need it. God has given us a 
perfect Book; our only care should be 
the correct interpretation of it.

“Founded by one of Noah’s great- 
great-great-grandsons, Mtzkhet was 
once the capital of the Georgian king- 
dom and the seat of their Patriarch, 
but today it is a quaint little ye 
dwelling in the shadow of two noble 
old churches and a large ruined castle. 
In olden days, Mtzkhet was one of the 
most important fortified cities in the 
Caucasus.” 

Leaving Mtzkhet, we journeyed fur- 
ther to Echmiazin which may well be 
called ‘“‘Noah’s old home town.” The Ar- 
menians simply take it for granted that 
Noah established this town im much 
the same manner that citizens of the 
United States speak of George Wash- 
ington as being “the father of our 
Country”. 

Under the word “Ararat” in the En- 
cyclopaedia, we read the following: 

“There is poetical fitness in the leg- 
end that Ararat was the resting place 
of Noah’s Ark, inasmuch as this moun- 
tain is about equally distant from the 
Black Sea and the Caspian, from the 
Mediterranean and the Persian Gulf. 
Round Mount Ararat gather many 
traditions connected with the Deluge. 

“The Garden of Eden is placed in 
the aT of the Araxes; Marland is 
the burial place of Noah’s wife; at Ar- 
ghuri, a village near the great chasm 
(in the side of the mountain), was the 
spot where Noah planted the first vine- 
yard, and here were shown Noah’s Vine 
and the Monastery of St. James, until 
village and monastery were over- 
whelmed by a fall of rock, ice and 
snow, shaken down by an earthquake in 
1840.” 

Mr. Wells comments: “In this part of 
the world there is no question at 
about the attitude of the local people 
towards the Flood. They speak of it as 
a great catastrophe.” 

Reaching the remote community of 
Echmiazin, Mr. Wells discovered that 
it was one of the few spots in all Sov- 
iet Russia where people could ge to 
church without being put to death for 
the deed. He even found a Cathedral 
and Monastery, in the town, which had 
escaped the bloody hand of persecution. 

“Kapoot” says: “Echmiazin claims 
to have the oldest monastery in the 
world, whose monks have spent their 
lives from time immemorial trying to 
climb Mount Ararat in search of Noah’s 
Ark. Life goes on in Echmiazin very 
much as it did a thousand years ago, 
except that the number of monks in the 
monastery has dropped to a mere hand- 
ful of twenty old men with long beards, 
whose numbers are not likely to be in- 
creased.” 


The name Echmiazin means: 
Only-Begotten deseended.” 


Again we read: “Blackrobed monks 
strolled about tending the garden while 
in one corner, seated under a large 
tree, was a monk teaching a class of 
small children. 


“For such an offense in Russia pend 
he would have been shot, but as I have 
said before, so far Russia has dealt 
lightly with the republics south of the 
Caucasus.” 


When Mr. Wells finally got an au- 
dience with the head monk, he was 
uick to explain: “We are looking for 
Noah’s Ark or what is left of it.” The

old man replied: “We have the remains 
of the Ark here in the church.” 


The 


monks are t mountain climbers and 
the Archbishop boasted that in 1913 he 
and twelve others had reached the top 
of Ararat. 

Permission was finally granted to 
Mr. Wells to view the precious piece 
of wood which the monks declare that 
one of their number brought down from 
the mountain many years ago, havin; 
removed it from the actual remains o 
Noah’s Ark. 


This was a dramatic moment for Mr. 
Wells and we will allow him to give 
his impressions: “Slowly and reverent- 
ly the monks filed out of the church 
and stood in a line outside, followed by 
two very old men. Each man was car- 
rying in his arms a heavy golden cas- 
ket covered with precious stones that 
glittered and sparkled in the bright 
sunlight, a sure sign that they were 
genuine, 


“*You may open the caskets,’ said 
the Archbishop, addressing me. 


“TI opened the last casket, and there 
was a piece of reddish-colored petrified 
wood, measuring about twelve inches 
by nine and about an inch thick. 


“*You may examine it as much as 
you like,’ said the Archbishop. ‘This 
is the portion of Noah’s Ark which was 
brought down from Ararat by one of 
our monks named Jacob, St. Jacob.’ ”

ean Masonry, Weishaupt, “Illumin- 
ism”, French Rationalism, Modernism, 
and Communism, all have a common 
Satanic source.

It is interesting to note that on the 
covers of early editions of the Proto-

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Lesson for July 8 


Asa Relies on God 


2 Chron. 14:1—12 








i ew QUESTION with Asa was not 
how his acts would look in the eyes 
of men, but how they would look in the 
eyes of Jehovah (Lk. 16:15). 


Verse 3—Whatever was against pure 
religion and good morals, whatever was 
against the word of God, had to go, no 
matter how artistic it was. 


Verse 4—To find the true God, to 
know Him, is eternal life (Jn. 17:3). 
The greatest of all discoveries is to 
discover God. But God it not discov- 
ered; God is revealed. He can be found 
only in Christ (Jn. 14:6; 1 Jn. 5:20). 


Verse 6—The Lord always gives rest 
to those who seek Him (v. 7 with Mt. 
11:28-29). But the fact that God has 
given us rest is no reason for inactivi- 
ty. God’s rest is a call to work. When 
God gives us rest, then we should rise 
and build. 


Verse 11—The Lord has bidden all 
His servants “call upon me in. the day 
of trouble” (Ps. 50:15). Asa did as he 
was bidden and God did as He promised. 
The question is never how many men 
we have on our side, but whether we 
have God on our side (Judg. 7:7; Rom. 
8:31). God and one is a majority. 


Verse 11—When any man can say 
honestly to God, “I rest on Thee,” he 
may be absolutely sure of Jehova’s help 
(Rom. 10:11). Faith is resting abso- 
lutely on Jehovah Himself, whether 
there is any visible support or not. To 
rest in Him is a cure for all ills (Jn. 
144527). 


“In thy name we go against this 
multitude.” When one can truly say 
that, he marches to certain victory, no 
matter how vast the multitude he goes 
against (Ps. 20:7). The reason why 
we fight so many losing battles is be- 
cause we fight them ourselves. 


He is stronger than our strongest 
foe, and relying on Him, none of His 
followers need fear defeat. Setbacks 
there may be; but they are but tem- 
porary, in the end, triumph is sure, 
when a man fights in the strength of 
the Almighty. There is a warfare to 
be ——— in and dangers to be faced 
and trials to be endured.

Lesson for July 15 


God Cares for Elijah 


1 Kgs. 17:{—16 | 





ERSE 1—Ahab was not a man to 
trifle with (16:38; 21:25). But 
Elijah knew no fear. His trust was in 
the living God (Ps. 27:1; Heb. 18:6). 
He had no fear of earthly kings, for he 


could speak of the King of Kings as 
the One “before whom I stand.” 
When Elijah delivered his message 
to Ahab, he did not know what he was 
to do for his own security, but as soon 
as the message was delivered then God 
showed him what to do, and where to 
hide himself. This is God’s method. 
He leaves us to do our duty; then, when 
it is done, and the peril faced, He hides 
us. He will always hide His servants 
when they need to be hid (Ps. 31:20). 


It was a daily trial of faith for Eli- 
jah to sit by Cherith and see it dry up 
little by little as the drouth continued. 
He knew not where he was to go next 
when his water supply should utterly 
fail; but that was naught to him; he 
was a man under orders, and he just 
waited God’s time and God’s word, and 
it came in due season, as it always will 
for those who wait for Him. 

The word of God did not come until 
the brook was utterly dry. God waits 
until you come to the end of yourself 
and then he begins. Have you. ever 
been at your wits end (Ps. 107:27)? 


The wonderful faith of the widow of 
Zarephath! God has commanded and 
she obeys. God has promised through 
His prophet, “Fear not; the barrel of 
meal shall not waste, neither shall the 
cruse of oil fail,” and she believes that 
promise of God, though it was seeming- 
ly so impossible because we are refus- 
ing to share them lest we ourselves 
suffer (Prov.

Lesson for July 22 


Elijah Hears God's Voice 


1 Kgs. 19:9—18 








Pt is putting to many of us today 
the same question He put to Elijah 
(verse 9). We are not where God 
would have us, and God is whispering 
to us, “What doest thou here?” 


Verse 10—The devil is very fond of 
trying to make us think that there are 
none who are faithful except ourselves; 
for he is pretty sure that if he can 
make us believe that we stand alone 
= before long we will not stand at 
all. 


Verse 12—Many are making the mis- 
take today that Elijah made, desiring 
the manifestations of God that arouse 
men’s wonder and admiration, and are 
not content with the more silent, but 
none the less effective, forms of min- 
istry of the still small voice. 


Verse 14—Elijah’s repeated asser- 
tion, “I, even I only, am left,” showed 
that he thought God’s cause depended 
upon him. When a man gets to think- 
ing that, God soon puts him aside. It 
was this that led to the setting aside 


of Moses, as well as Elijah. Jehovah 
shows Elijah how independent of him 
He was by pointing out three men 
whom he should go and anoint with 
his own hands to do the work of God 
which he was to lay down. 


Elijah did not lose his place as son, 
but his position as a servant. He was 
still honored of God in a way that no 
other man but one has ever been hon- 
nored. And he was still permitted to 
do some work, but he was deposed from 
his position as the most outstanding 
servant of God in the whole nation. 

Christian believers should never get 
into a frame of mind which leads them 
to think that God’s great plans and 
purposes are solely dependent upon 
their individual efforts. God requires 
us all to do our share, but we may rest 
assured that the promises and purposes 
of the Almighty will NOT fail, and 
that quite apart from whether any one 
of us share in the glorious incoming of

Micaiah Speaks the Truth $ 


1 Kgs. 22:1—14 ‘ 








N TRYING to reform Ahab, Jehosha- 

phat went too far; he -was led to an 
unlawful compromise of principle, to 
the sacrifice of his own principles and 
the apparent countenancing of other 
men’s iniquities. So Jehoshaphat des- 
cends from his footing of unquestioned 
and uncompromised integrity and loy- 
alty to Jehovah, and involved himself 
irretrievably in the very cause he 
should have been rebuked. So it must 
ever be. The very first step a.good 
man takes from the position which, as 
the friend of God and the unflinchin 
enemy of ungodliness, he has occupied, 
compromised his authority, impairs his 
influence, and forfeits his right of pro- 
test and bold remonstrance against evil. 
If one goes with the men of evil one 
mile, they will entreat him to go with 
them twain. Jehoshaphat not only 
failed to arrest Ahab in his course of 
wrong-doing, but was himself become 
involved in the latter’s sinfulness. 


Rest well assured that only one sort 
of counsel can be right, and that is the 
sort which cometh from a man who 
hesitates not to tell you THAT YOU 
ARE LOST IF YOU SIN. 

One supposes there is always a good 
deal of satisfaction to the man who, 
all the week through, is driving doubt- 
ful bargains, indulging doubtful prac- 
tices, and living by the world’s smart 
maxims rather than by the injunctions 
of God’s holy Word, to be able to go to 
church and find a man in the — 
who seldom mentions people’s sins, who 
never mentions hell, who appears to fa- 
vor the idea that all a man has got to 
do is to be “a good fellow.” But in 
the ultimate issue, no matter how much 
smooth-speaking may abound, WE 
CAN NEVER GET AWAY FROM 
THE TRUTH. 





Lesson for Aug. 5 


Elisha Helps the Needy 


2 Kings 4:1—44 





y= 26—What a lesson to our 
slow-footed charity! If the needy

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succeed in pressing themselves into our 
presence, we will listen, but what is 
needed is a charity that runs to meet 
the distress. 

Verse 26—She answered Gehazi’s 
question, “Is it well?” with the words, 
“It is well.” She had faith to believe 
that ANYTHING Jehovah does is well 
(Rom. 8:28). 

Verse 27—-Elisha humbly confesses 
that the thing had been hidden from 
him. It is a great thing when a man 
can say, “I don’t know.” He is in the 
way to learn. But the man who knows 
_ everything will never learn anything 
(Jas. 1:5-6; 1 Cor. 3:18). 

We have here the difference between 
inspiration and omniscience. Elisha 
was an inspired prophet, but he did not 
know everything. He knew just as 
much as God saw fit to reveal. But 
when he spoke as God’s messenger, he 
spoke only that which God had re- 
vealed. 

She cries, “As Jehovah liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, I will not leave thee.” 
That is the spirit that always gets the 
blessing of God (Lk. 18:1-8; Mt. 15: 

8).

There is great significance in the 
method Elisha used: First, there is a 
symbolic significance—we must come 
in actual touch with those whom we 
would raise. We must first get near to 
God in prayer, and then we must get 
near to the dead, (lost, unregenerate 
souls) in sympathetic contact and im- 
part, as it were, our own life to them. 
We must warm them with our own 
warmth through loving, sympathetic 
interest in their soul’s welfare. 


Then there is a typical significance— 
Christ laying His life upon ours, mouth, 
eyes, hands. Have our mouths, eyes, 
and hands been thus touched? 

But it all began with prayer. When 
we are called upon to meet some great 
emergency, we must always begin with 
prayer.
